ership . 
Bevln’i long statem ent before 
the fo ur p ow er foreign m inisters’ 
council was m ade in answ er to 
Russian charges y esterday by Fo r­ 
eign M inister V. M. Molotov that 
G reat 
B ritain 
and 
the 
United 
State« w ere m aintaining Germ an 
arm ed form ations and dism antling 
G erm an w ar p lants too slowly . 
M arshall Seeks Unifieailmi. 
Secretary of State M arshall was 
rep o rted determ ined to w in R us­ 
sian ap p roval for early economic 
unification of Germany . 
The entire three ho ur and 15 
m inute third session was devoted 
alm ost exclusively to exchanges 
between Bevin and Molotov. 
Molotov's rep ly to Bevin was 
surp risingly mild. He agreed to 
furnish data on the num ber of 
G erm an p riso ners of w ar held in 
the Soviet union if o ther coun­ 
tries would do the same. He ac­ 
knowledged that the Russians had 
been a “p arty ” in the agreem ent 
to destroy “fully ” G erm an naval 
vessels assigned to them for such 
destructio n.

that I’ve been threatw ied on the 
basis of a free p res« by veterans 
of West Point. 
A free p ress has 
been stam p ed o ut.” 
Photo Blamed. 
Von Seggern said the trouble 
was p recip itated 
by 
a 
p icture 
p ublished in the new sp ap er. Parts 
of the p icture w ere obscure. The 
edito r said the face of a gold star 
m other “did not ap p ear visible” in 
the p icture. 
He said there ap ­ 
p ears to be a belief th a t the faulty 
rep roduction was intentio nal. 
Sheriff Charles Sass rep orted

Von 
Seggern said

Published Ap ology . 
Von Seggern said he p ublished 
an ap ology last week, but the 
ap ology has not been accep ted. 
He m et last night w ith rep resen­ 
tative officers of the local V eter­ 
ans of Foreign W ars, th e Am eri­ 
can Legion p ost and the V.F.W. 
Auxiliary , Von Seggern said, and 
once again ap ologized. The V.F.W. 
A uxiliary accep ted the ap ology , he 
rep orted, but the V.F.W. and Le­ 
gion did not. 
The editor said he ap ologized 
for the p icture, and ap ologized for 
the wording of his p ublished ap ol­ 
ogy to w hich some of the veter­ 
ans had objected.

Von Seggern said it will be the 
first break in p ublication since he 
took over the p ap er in February , 
1943.

Chancellor John L. Knight of 
Neb raska Wesleyan university laid 
the cause for the development of 
cults and sects in America "to in­ 
herent weaknesses in the total 
program of our estab lished de­ 
nomination,” at a noon meeting of 
the Hiram club at the Y.M.C.A.

And 
then he weht ahead to analyze 
the psycnological and sociological 
reasons for their existence and to 
draw out general principles for 
churches today. 
“It must b e granted,” he con­ 
cluded, “that the rise of sects and 
cults in America is actually due 
in no small measure to the in- 
herert weaknesses in the total 
program of our estab lished de­ 
nominations. Cults and sects are 
symptomatic 
of 
a 
church 
life 
which rests in a middle class com­ 
placency, and challenges us to rid 
ourselves of that complacency and 
to b uild constructively.

To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: Unconstitutional on its face 
is LB 195. It sets forth in its title 
only one sub ject m atter—the im­ 
provement of rural routes. But in 
that sub ject m atter will b e found 
another sub ject, not contained in 
the title. It is that of setting up a 
new state assistance fund. By im­ 
plication—b y allusion to section 
and article only is that sub ject 
treated in the title. Thus it is not 
clearly e x pr e s s e d —not under- 
standingly shown. 
Art. 14, Sec. Ill of the state 
constitution provides: 
Art. 14, See III of the state con itltu - 
tional orovtdes: 
• No b ill « hall contain more tha n one 
(ub ject and the sam e shall b e cleartf 
expressed.” 
But LB 195 has two sub jects and 
screens its intent of setting up a 
new Etatp assistance fund, through 
its omission in the title. In LB 
195 we envision something more 
strange and startling than the 
b uilding of the pyramids in Egypt. 
With 43,000 miles of county high­ 
ways in the state the b ill proposes 
to grade and gravel and maintain 
20,000 miles of those county roads. 
The Roman empire went to ruin 
and decay through the impover­ 
ishment of her people in b uilding 
the great Roman highways. This 
b ill says that the county road and 
b ridge fund shall b e so dedicated 
that the county b oards shall do 
“everything 
necessary 
to 
get 
country mail route improvement 
districts 
ready 
for 
graveling.” 
That means using all the funds 
for that purpose, if necessary. 
But what ab out the other 23,000 
miles of county roads—where do 
they come in at under this pro­ 
gram? Brother—they don’t come 
in at all.
